Space may seem a totally foreign sub- 


ject to some |>eople but it now has become 
a common part of our lives. Once again, 
the United States has successfully com- 
pleted a launching of astronauts into space 
and their recovery at sea. In addition to 
a host of other things, the three-day mission 
Included a rendezvous 
with a 
satellite 


launched last Wednesday and a record two- 
hour-and-five-minute walk in space. 


For one thing, the IIIISMOII again dem- 


onstrated many facets of the American 
character.

dubbed a "Plus-count Initiator." 'Hie stick 
was a play upon the two previous failures 
at launching, a means by which Colonel 
Stafford, presumably, could light the fuse 
to send the craft into orbit himself if stand- 
ard procedures again failed. It was just one 
of the many signs of the good humor that 
accompanies even the most serious of U.S. 
undertakings. The value of good humor con- 
tinues to be something of a considerable 
plus for the United States. 


If scientists and astronauts can bring 


humor as they do Into these fantastically 
complex and Important missions, how much 
more we should be able to use it In our af- 
fairs. Life would he much more calm and 
less upsetting if we were able to inject a 
little humor into the serious matters that 
engage us from day to day. 


U.S. efforts have always been marked 


with a certain amount of heroics. The 
Gemini I) flight was no exception. Alter 
finding their docking target still shielded 
by a protective shroud, the astronauts 
wanted to nudge the shroud with their space- 
craft in an effort to disengage it from the 
docking craft. 


The nudging procedure 
was turned 


down but it showed the enthusiasm and 
lack of personal concern with which the 
astronauts approached their job. The nudg- 
ing might have worked but it also might 
have 
brought disaster. 
The astronauts 


would gladly have taken the risk but their 
ground control masters were of a different 
mind. Also, we find a new kind of vocabu- 
lary in the space program. The docking tar- 
get is officially 
the Augmented Target 


Docket Adapter. Then, there is a new field 
of knowledge referred to as orbital me- 
chanics, the laws of which are still being 
written. Involved are some concepts that 
seem strange to us. To speed up a space- 
craft, for instance, Ministers are fired to 
send the ship into a higher orbit, thus Mow- 
Ing it down. A braking rocket when fired

lowers the orbit but increases the speed of 
the craft in catching a target.

business, you have

Imagining an interest In It on the part of 
the coming generation. In effect, space of- 
fers nearly a whole new field and world of 
knowledge to be experimented with, logged 
and put to work. The (iemlnl 9 mission, 
also, told us thai there arc many things 
jet to learn. Some things we already knew. 
For instance, it is more difficult for men to 
do things physicallv in space than it Is on 
earth, despite the "fact that weightlessness 
would seem to indicate the contrary to be 
true. And despite the scientific excellence 
of the program, things continue to go 
wrong. 
+ 


To facilitate the docking maneuver in 


space, a protective shield was to break 
away from the target vehicle after launch- 
ing. "This was to be accomplished through 
the explosion of bolts that held the shroud 
to its craft. The exploding bolts, also, were 
to snap a steel belt which helped hold tho 
shroud in place. 


The bolts exploded hut the shroud only 


opened up and remained attached. Thus, 
the docking was prevented and this maneu- 
ver, essential to any future landing of astro- 
nauts on the moon, remains to be a total 
success. Docking was accomplished briefly 
with the Gemini 8 craft but was not a 
total success because of the rolling charac- 
ter of the target \ehicle.

moon. But through failure as well as suc- 
cess, the program amasses the knowledge 
of space for which men hunger. We are 
finding out that failure is really a pe- 
culiar kind of word because even in fail- 
ure we learn something. Thus, a failure 
is not a total loss and here again we can 
see something of value to us in whatever 
we do. Failure is also a kind of challenge 
or stimulation that leads to eventual suc- 
cess. 


Finally, the U.S., once again, has con- 


ducted its space program in the total ab- 
sence of secrecy. There arc some risks to 
this but it also demonstrates the freedom 
and confidence of democracy. The Ameri- 
can people arc thankful for the safe re- 
turn ol the Gemini i) astronauts and find 
in this latest space venture a great many 
things of value. 


Giancana Is Free 


No one in Nebraska is well acquainted 


with Sam Giancana. 


There is little opportunity for his sort 


of work out here so he must confine his 
interests and activities principally in Chi- 
cago, Illinois, where he is reputed to be 
a gangster big shot. 


A year ago he was raked in by 


operatives of the U.S. Department of .Jus- 
tice and when the federal grand jury 
began its sessions on Chicago crime he 
was granted immunity in turn for testify- 
ing on the actions and identities of his 
mates. But when the time came to testify 
Mr. Giancana refused to say anything. 
So he was cited for contempt and re- 
manded to jail. 


The grand jury ended its sessions a 


few days ago and Mr. Giancana had to 
be set free because contempt of a grand 
jury only exists as long as it docs. 


So crime was saved for the nonce in 


Chicago and Mr. Giancana paid for it 
with a rather comfortable year in jail. 
Nicholas Katzcnhach, U.S. attorney gen- 
eral, should feel embarrassed, but he says 
he isn't. He speaks somewhat vaguely of 
doing business again with Giancana in 
future proceedings against Chicago's or- 
ganized crime. 


We don't know about that. Judging 


from the first experience we would not 
hire Mr. Katzenbach to go out and buy 
us a horse. He might come back with an 
empty bridle and no money and no horse. 


We do know one thing, Giancana ap- 


parently has no intention of telling tales 
on his colleagues and docs not appear 
to be at all interested in cleaning up 
Chicago crime. The next time the federal 
officials should got his testimony first and 
grant him immunity after the fact. 


Responsibility Is Essential 


In the worst Douglas County accident 


since 19GO, six persons were killed Sun- 
day night. According to Associated Press 
reports, three '"youths" were in one of 
t!ie cars and a family of lour in the 
other, with only one of the young people 
surviving. 


As it turned out. \ouths ically were 


not involved. Referred to as "youths" 
were three 26-year-olds and \ou arc no 
longer a youth at age 26. At bc.>t. the 
three people were young adults 


One always hesitates to place blame 


in such a situation as this for fear of 
being wrong. But evidence points to fault 
on the part of the three young adults. 
Their southbound car apparently crossed 
over the northbound lane and onto a soft 
shoulder on that side of the highway. 
From there, the car swerved back into 
the northbound lane and into the path 


of the car in which the family was riding. 


Information gathered by the Safety 


Patrol shows acceleration marks on the 
concrete about 370 feet north of the point 
of impact, marks left by the southbound 
c-ai 
in 
which the three 
young adults 


were riding. If determined, speeds of 
the two vehicles were ri/i .^leased but 
it is evident that human failure or irre- 
sponsibility was the cause of this terrible 
tragedy. 


The point is that we can and should 


make every effort to improve the safety 
HI our automobiles but they are and will 
remain under the control of human hands 
and human minds. The safest car that 
could be devised is still a 
dangerous 


weapon 
<n the hands of someone who 


refuses to accept the reality of its awe- 
some danger. Six more names have been 
added 
to the Nebraska traffic toll be- 


cause of human, not mechanical, error.

some credit, too. is due to the 


operation of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


For one thmg it has been able to dis- 


pose of a great deal of surplus grain. 
Thus disposal brought a hue and cry 
from professional farm leaders who were 
not unaware that this is an election year. 
And it may be that had the Department 
held on to its surpluses the market price 
might have increased a few cents. But 
it is also true that the disposal took place 
in such a way that market prices did 
not fall seriously. 


The general market still looks good 


and the government is now certainly in 
the market for sufficient reserve to fill 
the ever normal granary. This gives grain 
farming the brightest picture for the fu- 
ture it has had in recent years. 


One must always distinguish between 


partisan statements and the fact. While 
a federal farm program cannot of itself 
answer all the questions of agriculture, 
certainly in these recent years the fed- 
eral program has been handled with suf- 
ficient efficiency to improve greatly the 
agricultural picture. At the present time 
the criticisms hurled at the program do 
not reflect the full facts. 


Agriculture at this juncture has more 


reason to proceed with confidence and 
in the belief that acreage allotments will 
shrink due to greater demand. There is 
little to complain about. 


WASHINGTON — As he 


mastered the technique of 
the press conference, the 
late President Kennedy went 
from the humorcus to the 
ironic to the solemn with a 
virtuoso's ease. An unfor- 
gettable moment was in May 
of 1963 when he spoke in 
somber tones of the appar- 
ent failure of the negotiation 
for a nuclear test ban treaty 
with the Soviet Union.

As Arthur E. Hess, direc- 


tor of Uncle Sam's new Bu- 
reau of Health Insurance, 
has repeatedly emphasized. 
"Medicare will not limit or 
restrict the- physician in se- 
lecting and providing for 
his elderly patient whatever 
treatment is needed. Now— 
as before — the physician 
and no one else determines 
what' services can best be 
utilized in every case." 


Some critics say Medicare 


will encourage elders to 
seek hospitalization at the 
slightest provocation. But. 
as every doctor k n o w s , a 
patient cannot be admitted 
to a hospital unless his phy- 
sician states that hospitali- 
zation is necessary. 


If the details of Medicare 


have slipped your mind, 
here's a summary of its 
principal benefits: 


1. Folks past 63 will be 


entitled to up to 90 days of 
hospital care. The patient 
will pay the fir«t $40 of the 
bill during the first 60 days 
of this period, and $10 daily 
for the last 30 days. This 
$40 deductible sum. inciden- 
tally, is an excellent feature 
for it will deter hypochon- 
driacs and freeloaders from 


pestering their doctors to 
send them to the hospital. 


2. Elders released from 


hospitals will be entitled to 
up to 20 free days of ex- 
tended medical care in a 
nursing home, and up to 80 
additional days at $5 daily. 
Following discharge, they 
will be entitled as required 
to as many as 100 visits at 
home by nurses, aides or 
therapists. 


3. Elders who go to a hos- 


pital or clinic for diagnostic 
services will pay the first 
$>0 of the cost, and 20rr of 
the balance. 


4. Elders may buy for $3 


per month a supplementary 
medical 
insurance policy 


which will help cover doc- 
tor bills and extra health 
services. Those who sign up 
for this plan will pay the 
first $50 of their tonl doc- 
tor bills each year, plus 20Ti> 
of the remainder. 


While there may still be 


some youths, iniddlc-agers 
and even some seniors who 
fail to see the need for 
Medicare, the logic and so- 
cial necessity of this new 
program will doubtless be- 
come evident to all with the

It is sometimes possible to 


pull an apparently hopeless 
contract out of the fire. For 
an example of how this may 
occur, let's look at this hand 
from a team match. 


At the first table. South got 


to four hearts and West led 
the jack

East returned a spade to the 
ace. 


Declarer played 
a low 


trump to the ace, West show- 
ing put, and later lost a heart, 
a diamond and a club to go 
down one. He could have 
made the contract had he 
covered East's six with the 
seven when he played the 
first round of trumps. 


At the second table, declar- 


er managed to bring home 
the contract by improving 
slightly on Uie method of 
play used by his predecessor. 
He also got a spade lead and 
finessed the queen, losing to 
the king. East returned a 
spade to the ace, just as at 
the f inst table, but the declar- 
er at this point led the nine 
of hearts from dummy, not 
the deuce. 


East, caught unawares by 


this play, covered the nine 
with the ten, as many players 
would, and South won the 
trick with the ace as West 
showed out. It was now easy 
for declarer to avoid losing 
a trump trick. 


He played a diamond to the 


nine, which lost to the ace, 
and ruffed the spade return. 
He then played a diamond to 
the ten and led a trump, win- 
ning East's eight with the 
queen. 


A club to the ace, followed 


by another trump, permitted 
East's two remaining trumps 
to be trapped and the out- 
come was that South made 
four hearts. 


It is easy to condemn East 


for covering the nine of 
hearts with the ten — since 
declarer would surely not 
have finessed the nine — but 
the fact is that South was 
clever enough to give East 
a chance to make a mistake 
and thus create'd a winning 
position through his imagina- 
tive play.

The young Cowboy baseballers — there are only two 
seniors on the roster — have spoiled a lot of things by 
q ualifying for the College World Series, not the least of 
which were the post-school session plans of several O-State 
officials. 
Appetites, Publicity, Fishing 
Tho first thing the Cowboys spoiled was Ok lahoma 
coach Jack Baer's appetite for an Omaha steak when they 
won three final regular season games from Kansas while 
Ok lanoma was losing three to Colorado, giving O-State 
the league crown by three percentage points. 


The biggest thing they spoiled was what was already 
being billed as a classic College World Series opening 
night pitching duel between Ohio State’s Steve Arlin and 
St. Louis’ J ohn Marcum, regarded as the top two pitchers 
in collegiate baseball this season. The Cowboys ended those 
promotion thoughts by defeating St. Louis and Marcum in 
the district playoffs last weekend. 


• That's not all these k ids spoiled.” beamed O-State 
coach Chet Bryan in discussing the Marcum-Arlin duel. 
“ Everybody down here was getting ready to go fishing.” 
Better After W inning 
Bryan is mak ing no boastful predictions as his club 
prepares foi the College World Series opener 
M on d a y 
night against Big 10 champion Ohio State, but he does 
issue a back door warning. 


“ This is a better team now than it was all season,” 
he pointed out in a telephone conversation from his Still­ 
water, Okla.. home. “ They became a better team simply 
by winning the Big Eight championship. 


“ I think the boost the fellows got from winning the 
Big Eight was a k ey reason why we were able to play 
St. Louis as well as we did.” 
Ok lahoma State won the district title in two straight 
games from St. Louis, the fourth rank ed team in the na­ 
tion and a strong favorite to 
r e t ur n a second straight 
year to the College World Series. 
N o Bets In Stillwater 
But going into the final two days cff the Big Eight 
season, you couldn’t have gotten a bet even in Stillwater 
thaf the Cowboys would get a chance at St. Louis. 
Ok lahoma needed only a single win or even a rainout 
In the r final three games with Colorado to cinch the 
championship. 


“ We felt the best Colorado could do against Oklahoma 
was win two of three.” Brjan explains. “ But we made up 
our minds that we were going to win ail three from Kan­ 
sa s.” 


The C-Staters did win all three and got help from 
both the weatherman and Colorado as the Buffs stopped 
OU three times, giving the Cowboys the title. 
Hoping Defense Bounces Back 
Ok lahoma State won early in the season on pitching 
and defense, then the hitters went to work toward the end 
as the defense fell apart. 
Bryan is hoping he can get all three phases work ing 
together in the College World Series. 


“ We made nearly as many errors in the two games 
against St. Louis,” he notes, “ as we did in the entire Big 
Eight season. But our hitting improved toward the end. 


“ Our pitchers won’t throw the ball past anyone in Oma­ 
ha,” Bryan continues, “ but they’ll get it over the plate 
and 1 just hope we can catch the ball up there.” 
The Cowboys are mak ing their sixth trip to Omaha, 
having won one NCAA championship, finishing second once, 
third twice ana fourth once.

Gov. Frank Morrison said 


Monday it was outside h i s 
constitutional powers to in- 
clude the education service 
units bill of 1965 in a special 
session call.

ing the 18-year sentence he 
was serving for sodomy and 
a history of sexual offenses. 


Bruckner said the trend is

•ons have been sentenced to 


die in Nebraska in the last 
15 vears.

(Roland Dean Sundahl was 


executed in 1952 for the mur- 
der of a Silver Creek h i g h 
school girl.

Proper Charge 


Judge

charge in the case. 


"The court doesn't feel this 


is a case for imposition of 
capital punishment."

McClelland, 
who pleaded 


guilty to the charge May 4, 
told the court he had thrown 
himself nt Its mercy. 


He told Judge Ronin that 


he had not planned in ad- 
vance to kill Thompson. 


"I would have been foolish 


to plan an act of this kind." 
he said, "because my parole 
officer had just told me last 
September I might be able to 
go before the parole board in 
September, 1966."

Glenn Cunningham, R-Neb., 
said Monday since he intro­ 
duced legislation to require 
motor buses manufactured in 
the future to be equipped 
with seat belts, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has 
ordered an investigation. 
The aim of the probe will 
be to determine whether seait 
belts slx)uld be required in 
buses involved in interstate 
commerce. 
Cunningham said his bill 
may be consideied by liie 
committee on inters’tate and 
foreign commerce wheai it 
meets to decide on the pro­ 
visions of the traffic safety 
bill. 
The measure would require 
seat belts in each passenger 
seat location in any motor' 
bus, manufactured, delivered, 
imported or transi>orted in in­ 
terstate commerce. It would 
apply to any vehicle designed; 
to be used on highways for the' 
transportation of 10 or more 
passengers and w'ould take ef- 
feet one year after enactment 
ioi the legislation.
